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History  in  old  Hill  Houses  •  Part  1 

Mams  House  By  Pat  Devine 

li  you  should  happen  to  walk  by  the  corner  of  18th  and  Pennsylvania 
Streets,  you  will  notice  an  imposing  old  white  house  partially  ob- 
scured by  lush  green  grees  and  brush.    It  is  surrounded  by  a  lovely 
terraced  rock  garden  and  a  contemporary  version  of  the  old-fashioned 
gazebo  juxtaposed  with  tall,  modern,  rustic  metal  sculptures,  an 
atmosphere  that  reeks  of  charm  and  beauty  --  a  blending  of  the  old 
and  the  new. 

The  house  itself  is  107  years  old  (built  in  1868)  and  was  built  by 
Captain  Adams,  a  wealthy  sea  captain.    Originally  13  acres  of  land 
on  the  Hill  belonged  to  the  Captain.    Reminiscent  of  this  sea-voyaging 
era  is  the  "Widow's  walk,  "  a  small  deck  on  the  top  of  the  house  which 
served  as  an  observation  point  for  the  wives  whose  husbands  were  out 
at  sea.    This  feature  is  presently  being  refurbished  and  should  be 
completed  soon.    Another  architectural  feature  peculiar  to  that  era 
is  the  quoming  which  marks  the  corners  of  the  house  serving  as  a 
wedge.    Also,  the  lovely  carved    brackets        which  support  the  eaves 
and  the  wood  relief  around  the  windows. 

The  house  originally  consisted  of  ten  rooms;   the  main  parlor,  study, 
livingroom,  kitchen,  bedrooms  and  the  nurseries.    These,  of  course, 
have  now  been  modified  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  present  occupants, 
however  a  good  deal  of  the  original  details  remain.    The  rooms  are 
still  large  and  spacious,  with  ceilings  about  12-1/2  feet  high.  There 
are  still  cozy  bay  windows,  lovely  marble  fireplaces,  beautiful 
woodwork  (which  now  has  a  modern  touch  of  color),  hardwood  floors 
and  the  original  mahogany  winding  staircase  as  well  as  the  original 
hanging  chandeliers. 

The  present  owner  made  the  change  from  gas  lighting  to  electricity 
as  well  as  replacing  all  the  lead  plumbing  with  copper  piping!  (That 
should  be  encouraging  to  those  of  you  who  are  updating  old  homes!  ) 
One  unusual  feature  ot  the  interior  which  is  peculiar  to  that  era  is  a 
long  wide  niche  in  the  wall  that  is  positioned  halfway  up  the  main 
staircase.    Ostensibly  this  appears  to  be  for  decoration.    I  am  told, 
however,  that  this  served    a  functional  use  rather  than  a  decorative 
one.   Since  the  home  at  that  time  was  the  center  of  births  and  deaths, 
the  interior  design  reflected  these  life  processes.    At  the  time  of  a 
death  in  the  family,  this  niche  facilitated  the  maneuvering  of  the  cof- 
fin down  the  staircase. 

There  are  many  remembrances  in  the  house  of  days  past.    The  lit- 
tle wine  cellar  in  the  basement  where  no  doubt  the  Captain  kept  a 
well-stocked  supply!    Rooms  where  the  servants  lived  and  worked. 
An  old  opium  pipe  which  belonged  to  the  Captain  which  he  no  doubt 
brought  back  from  one  of  his  trips  to  the  East.    Discovered  in  the 
attic  was  an  old  centennial  flag  (celebrating  the  centennial  of  1776- 
1876),    Perhaps  we  will  see  this  flag  again  next  year  when  we  will 
be  celebrating  another  centennial  1776-1876-1976! 


Stop  Measles  Spots 


An  increase  of  measles  is 
occurring  among  children  in  San 
Francisco.    (The  regular  "red" 
measles  or  rubeola  is  not  to  be 
confused  with  rubella  or  three- 
day  German  measles.  )    The  inci- 
dence of  regular  measles  is 
rising  because  many  children 
have  not  been  immunized  against 
this  common  childhood  disease. 
Some  parents  may  not  know  that 
a  safe  and  effective  vaccine  is 
now  available  or  that  California 
State  Law  requires  measles 
immunization  before  a  child  can 
enter  school.     They  may  believe 
the  disease  is  harmless  although 
complications  can  cause  serious 
consequences.    Pneumonia  and 
middle  ear  infections  are  rela- 
tively frequent  complications; 
less  frequejitly.  encephalitis  can 
lead  to  permanent  brain  damage 
and  caused  the  death  of  a  seven 
year  old  girl  this  year  as  a  com- 
plication of  measles. 

San  Francisco  parents  should 
review  their  children's  immuni- 
zation record  or  check  with  the 


family  doctor  to  make  certain  that 
measles  immunization  has  been 
given.    All  unprotected  children 
should  be  immunized  against  mea- 
sles, even  children  who  were  im- 
munized before  they  were  a  year 
old  or  before  1966  when  more  ef- 
fective vaccines  became  avail- 
able.   If  there  is  any  question  or 
doubt,  the  child  should  be  immu- 
nized anyway. 

Parents  should  know  that  by 
state  law,  immunizations  against 
measles,  "polio,  "  diphtheria,  tet- 
anus and  whooping  cough  are  reqir- 
ed  for  first-time  enrollment  in 
school. 

Children  needing  immunization 
should  go  to  their  usual  source  of 
medical  care  --  private  physi- 
cian, clinic  or  to  any  of  the  five 
District  Health  Centers  of  the  San 
Francisco  Department  of  Public 
Health.    On  Potrero  Hill,  a  Pub- 
lic Health  Nurse  and  Doctor  see 
patients  at  the  Potrero  Hill 
Neighborhood  House  the  1st  and 
3rd  Thursdays  of  each  month. 
Call  558-3905  or  558-3319. 


Grassroots  Spread 


In  January  and  February,  meet 
ings  of  people,  representing 
about  35  neighborhood  and  l  ivic 
groups,  met  at  the  Retail  Clerks 
Hall  to  see  if  there  are  common 
grounds  for  an  assault  on  City 
Hall  unresponsiveness. 

There  was  a  strong  consensus 
coming  out  of  the  meeting  -- 
City  Hall  is  NOT  responsive,  it 
must  be  made  so,  and  it  can  be 
made  so  through  cooperative 
efforts  of  many  groups.     This  is 
also  a  good  year  to  do  so  because 
of  the  November  Municipal 
Election. 

In  highest  orioritv  concerns 
rank:    electing  a  "good"  mayor. 


reform  of  commissions  and 
boards,  muni  and/or  auto  traf- 
fic, and  neighborhood  pre serva- 
tion. 

Ranking  slightly  lower  in 
priority  are  issues  having  to  do 
with  open-space,  the  port,  fis- 
cal reform,  historical  preser- 
vation and  schools. 

Other  representatives  from 
other  parts  of  town  are  urged  to 
attend.    This  is  just  the  beginning 
of  a  fascinating  and  potentially 
formidable  reformation  of  City 
Hall  from  the  grassroots.

Sickle  Cell 


SCARE  Test  Allays  Fears 

Sickle  cell  anemia,  a  deadly  disease  which  attacks  Black  people  is 
being  fought  by  the  Sickle  Cell  Anemia  Research  and  Education 
(SCARE)  agency. 

In  sponsorship  with  Potrero  Hill's  Dogpatch  Yoviih  Council  and  Youth 
for  Service,  SCARE  will  be  bringing  a  mobile  testing  unit  to  the  Hill 
to  help  find  the  disease  and  aid  those  that  might  be  found  to  have  it. 
On  April  5.  1975.  at  the  I.  M.  Scott  School.  Minnesota'St.  ,  (between 

22nd  and  23rd  Streets),  the  SCARE  unit,  with  help  from  the  Dogpatch 
Youth  Council,  will  test  the  blood  of  any  person,  all  ages,  all  sexes. 
The  test  itself  takes  only  about  5  minutes  and  is  virtually  painless. 

Asking  for  the  participation  of  all  Black  residents.  Youth  Council 
member  Beverly  Darden  explained,  "Sickle  cell  anemia  occurs  when 
a  child  receives  two  abnormal  hemoglobin  (blood)  genes,  one  from 
each  parent.    First  signs  of  the  disease  usually  appear  in  < -^rly  in- 
fancy.   The  infant  or  young  child  becomes  pale,  tires  eas:! . ,  eats 
poorly  and  may  complain  of  pains  in  the  arms,  legs,  back  and 
stomach.    Frequently  an  infection  such  as  a  cold  or  sore  throat  brings 
on  or  accompanies  a  crisis  or  a  period  when  the  symptoms  become 
st-vere. 

"The  simple  blood  test  offered  by  SCARE  will  determine  not  only  if 
you  have  the  trait,  disease  or  any  of  a  number  of  hemoglobin 
variants,  but  also  whether  or  not  you  are  a.iemic.  "  continued  Ms. 
Darden.    "This  test  can  benefit  everyone.    Anyone  concernrd  about 
hypertension  should  also  take  this  test.  " 

A  confidential  follow-up  is  offered  by  SCARE  personnel  for  any  of 
the  tests  given. 

The  mobile  uuit  will  be  parked  in  the  I,  M.  Scott  schoolyard,  and  the 
tests  will  be  givt-n  during  the  day  between  the  hours  of  10  AM  and 
2  PM.

Richard  Rekow,  who  recently  played  the  title  role  in  the  Julian's 
production  of  "Oidipus  Tyrranus,  "  directs  these  two  3-character 
plays.    Though  he  has  directed  numerous  productions  on  both  the 
East  and  West  Coasts,   this  will  mark  Rekow's  directorial  debut  at 
the  Julian  Theatre.
